EMERGENCY REGULATIONS
FOR ORAL AND MAXILLOFACIAL SURGEONS

18 VAC 60-20-10. Definitions.

The following words and terms, when used in this chepter, shdl have the following
meanings, unless the content clearly indicates otherwise:

"Advertising” means a representation or other notice given to the public or members
thereof, directly or indirectly, by a dentig on behdf of himsdf, his faclity, his partner or
asociate, or any dentist affiliated with the dentist or his facility by any means or method for
the purpose of inducing purchase, sde or use of dentd methods, services, treatments,
operations, procedures or products or to promote continued or increased use of such denta
methods, treatments, operations, procedures or products.

"Analgesia” means the diminution or eimination of pain in the conscious patient.

"Approved schools' means those dental schools, colleges, departments of universities or
colleges, or schools of dentd hygiene currently accredited by the Commisson on Dentd
Accreditation of the American Dental Association.

"Competent instructor” means any person gppointed to the faculty of a dental school,
college or department or a university or a college who holds a license or teacher's license to
practice dentisiry or dental hygiene in this Commonwedlth.

"Conscious sedation” means a minimaly depressed level of consciousness that retains
the patient's ability to independently and continuoudy mantan an arway and respond
aopropriately to physicd simulation and verbad commands, produced by a pharmacologic
or nonpharmacologic method, or a combination thereof.

"Dental assistant” means any unlicensed person under the supervison of a dentist who
renders assstance for services provided to the patient as authorized under this chapter but
shdl not indlude an individud serving in purdly a secretarid or clerica capacity.

"Direction” means the presence of the dentist for the evauation, observation, advice,
and control over the performance of dentd services.

"General anesthesia” means a controlled state of unconsciousness accompanied by
patid or complete loss of protective reflexes, including inability to independently maintain
an arway and respond purposefully to physcd simulation or verba command, produced
by a pharmacologic or nonpharmacologic method, or combination thereof.

"Local anesthesia” means the loss of sensation or pan in the ord cavity or its
contiguous structures generaly produced by a topicaly applied agent or injected agent
without causing the loss of consciousness.



"Monitoring general anesthesia and conscious sedation" incdudes the following:
recording and reporting of blood pressure, pulse, respiration and other vital sgns to the
attending dentist during the conduct of these procedures and after the dentist has induced a
patient and established a maintenance leve.

"Monitoring nitrous oxide oxygen inhalation analgesia’ means making the proper
adjusments of nitrous oxide machines a the request of the dentist during the adminigtration
of the sedation, and observing the patient's vitd signs.

"Nitrous oxide oxygen inhalation analgesia" means the utilization of nitrous oxide and
oxygen to produce a state of reduced senghility to pain designating particularly the relief of
pain without the loss of consciousness.

“Proctored cases’ means surgica procedures proctored by a person who either: @) has
current_privileges to perform cosmetic surgery in an accredited hospitd; b) has current
certification from the board to perform cosmetic surgica procedures; or ©) is a member of a
faculty in an accredited program offering advanced specidty education in ord and
maxillofacid surgery.

"Radiographs’ meansintraord and extraora x-rays of the hard and soft oral
structures to be used for purposes of diagnosis.

PART VII.
ORAL AND MAXILLOFACIAL SURGEONS.

18 VAC 60-20-250. Registration of oral and maxillofacial surgeons.

Within sixty days after the effective date of this section, every licensed dentist who practices
asan ord and maxillofacia surgeon, as defined in 854.1-2700 of the Code of Virginia, shal
register his practice with the board and pay afee of $175.

1. Afterinitid regigraion, an ord and maxillofacid surgeon shdl renew his
regigration annualy on or before December 31 by payment of afee of $175.

2. Anord and maxillofacia surgeon who fallsto register or to renew hisregidration
and continues to practice oral and maxillofacial surgery may be subject to
disciplinary action by the board.

3. Within one year of the expiration of aregidration, an ora and maxillofacid surgeon
may renew by payment of the renewd fee and alate fee of $55.

4. After one year from the expiration date, an ord and maxillofacia surgeon who
wishesto reindate his regigtration shdl update his profile and pay the renewd fee
and alate fee of $55 for every year the registration has been lapsed, not to exceed
fiveyears




18 VAC 60-20-260. Profile of information for oral and maxillofacial surgeons.

A. Incompliance with requirements of § 54.1-2709.2 of the Code of Virginia, an ora
and maxillofacid surgeon registered with the board shdl provide, upon initid

request, the following information within 30 days or a alater date if so specified:

1. The address of the primary practice setting and al secondary practice settings
with the percentage of time spent at each location;

2.  Names of dental or medica schools with dates of graduation:

3. Names of graduate medica or denta education programs attended at an
indtitution approved by the Accreditation Council for Graduate Medica
Education, the Commission on Denta Accreditation, American Dentd
Asodiation with dates of completion of training;

4. Names and dates of specidty board certification or board digihility, if any, as
approved by the Commission on Denta Accreditation, American Dentd
Asociation;

5. Number of yearsin active, clinica practice in the United States or
Canada, following completion of medicd or dentd training and the number of
years, if any, in active, dlinical practice outsde the United States or Canada;

6. Names of insurance plans accepted or managed care plansin which the ord and
maxillofacia surgeon participates and whether he is accepting new patients
under such plans;

7. Names of hogpitds with which the ora and maxillofaciad surgeon is affiliated;

8. Appointments within the past ten years to dentd school faculties with the years
of sarvice and academic rank;

9. Publications, not to exceed ten in number, in peer-reviewed literature within the
most recent five-year period;

10. Whether thereis access to trandating services for non-English peaking patients
a the primary practice setting and which, if any, foreign lanquages are spokenin
the practice; and

11. Whether the ord and maxillofacia surgeon participates in the VirginiaMedicad
Program and whether heis accepting new Medicaid patients;

B. Theord and maxillofacid surgeon may provide additiond information on hours of

continuing education earned, subspecidities obtained, honors or awards received.




C. Whenever thereis a change in the information on record with the profile sysem, the
ord and maxillofacid surgeon shdl provide current information in any of the
categoriesin subsection A of this section within 30 days.

18 VAC 60-20-270. Reporting of malpractice paid claims.

A. All mapractice paid dams reported to the Board of Dentistry within the ten years
immediaely preceding the report shal be used to cdculate the level of Sgnificance as
required by §54.1-2709.2 of the Code of Virginia. Each report of an award or
sdttlement shdl indicate:

1. The number of years the ord and maxillofacia surgeon has been licensed in
Virginia

2. Therdative frequency of paid daims described in terms of the number of ora and
maxillofacid surgeons who have had made mapractice payments within the ten

year period.

3. Thedate of the paid dam.

4. Therdative anount of the paid claim described as average, below average or
above average, which shal be defined asfollows:

a  “Aveagg’ if the anount of the award is within one sandard deviation
above or below the mean for the amount of al reported clams for oral and
maxillofacid surgeons,

b. “Bdow average’ if the amount of the award is bdlow one sandard deviation
from the mean for the amount of al reported clams for ora and
maxillofacid surgeons, and

c. “Above average’ if the amount of the award is above one standard
deviation from the mean for the amount of al reported daimsfor ord and
maxillofacid surgeons.

B. Theboard shal make avallable as part of the profile information regarding
disciplinary notices and orders as providein 8§ 54.1-2400.2 D of the Code of

Virginia

18 VAC 60-20-280. Non-compliance or falsification of profile.

A. Thefalureto provide the information reguired by subsection A of 18 VAC 60-20-
260 may condtitute unprofessiona conduct and may subject the licensee to
disciplinary action by the board.




B. Intentiondly providing fase information to the board for the profile sysem shdl
congtitute unprofessiona conduct and shall subject the licensee to disciplinary action

by the board.

18 VAC 60-20-290. Certification to perform cosmetic procedures; applicability.

A. Inorder for an ord and maxillofacid surgeon to perform aesthetic or cosmetic
procedures, he shdl be certified by the board pursuant to § 54.1-2709.1 of the Code
of Virginia. Such catificaion shal only entitle the licensee to perform procedures
above the clavide or within the head and neck region of the body.

B. Based on the applicant’ s education, training and experience, certification may be
granted to perform one or more of these or sSimilar procedures:

1. Rhinoplagty;

2. Blepharoplagty:

3. Rhytidectomy;

4. Submentd liposuction;

5. Laser resurfacing or dermabrasion;

6. Browlift (either open or endoscopic technique);

7. Platysma muscle plication; and

8. Otoplasty.
18 VAC 60-20-300. Certification not required.

Cetification shal not be required for performance of the following:

1. Treatment of facid diseases and injuries, indluding maxillofacia structures;

2. Facid fractures, deformity and wound treatment;

3. Repair of deft lip and paate deformity:;

4. Mentoplasty and facid augmentation procedures, and

5. Genioplasty.

18 VAC 60-20-310. Credentialsrequired for certification.




A. An applicant for certification shal:

1.

Hold an active, unrestricted license from the board;

2.

Submit a completed application and fee of $225;

Complete an ord and maxillofacia resdency program accredited by the

Commisson on Dentd Accreditation;

Hold board cartification by the American Board of Ord and Maxillofacia

Surgery (ABOMS) or board digihility as defined by ABOMS;

Have current privileges on a hospitd saff to paform ora and maxillofacia

ur and

If his ord and maxillofacia resdency was completed after July 1, 1996 and

training in cosmetic surgery was a part of such resdency, the applicant shal
ubmit:

a__ A letter from the director of the residency program documenting the training
recaived in the resdency or inthe dinica felowship to subgantiate
adequate training in the specific procedures for which the applicant is seeking
certificaion.

b. Documentation of having performed as primary or asssant surgeon at least
10 proctored cases in each of the procedures for which he seeksto be
cartified.

If hisord and maxillofacid resdency was completed prior to July 1, 1996, or if

his ord and maxillofacid resdency was completed after July 1, 1996 and training
in cosmetic surgery was not a part of the applicant’s residency, the applicant shall
submit:

a._ Documentation of having completed didactic and clinicaly-approved
courses to include the dates attended, the location of the course, and a copy of
the certificate of atendance. Courses shdl provide training in the specific
procedures requested for certification and shdl be offered by:

(1) An advanced specidty education program in ord and maxillofacid
surgery accredited by the Commission on Dental Accreditation;

(2) A medica school accredited by the Liaison Committee on Medica
Education or other officia accrediting body recognized by the American
Medica Association.




(3) The American Dentd Association (ADA) or one of its condtituent and
component societies or other ADA Continuing Education Recognized
Programs (CERP) approved for continuing dental education; or

(4) The American Medica Association and approved for category 1,
continuing medica education.

b. Documentation of ether:

(1) Holding current privileges to perform cosmetic surgical procedures within
ahospital accredited by the Joint Commission on Accreditation of
Hedthcare Organizations; or

(2) Having completed at least 10 cases as primary or secondary surgeon in the
specific procedures for which the applicant is seeking certification, of
which at least five shall be proctored cases as defined in this chapter.

18 VAC 60-20-320. Renewal of certification.

In order to renew his certification to perform cosmetic procedures, an oral and
maxillofacid surgeon shal possess a current, active, unrestricted license to practice
dentistry from the Virginia Board of Dentistry and shal submit dong with the renewd
application afee of $100 on or before December 31 of each year.

18 VAC 60-20-330. Quality assurancereview for procedur es performed by
certificate holders.

1. On aschedule of no less than once every three years, arandom audit of chartsfor
patients recalving cosmetic procedures shal be performed by a certificate holder in a
facility not accredited by Joint Commission on Accreditation of Hedlthcare
Organizations or_other nationdly recognized certifying organizations as determined
by the board.

2. Ord and maxillofacial surgeons certified to perform cosmetic procedures shal
maintain separate files, an index, coding or other system by which such charts can be
identified by cosmetic procedure.

3. Casss sHected in arandom audit shall be reviewed for quaity assurance by a person
qudified to peform cosmetic procedures according to a methodology determined by
the board.
